INDIAN LADIES AS HOSPITAL NURSES 

> anyone at all conversant with the secluded life 
ot high caste Indian ladies, the above title will at 


once convey the magnitude of the task before the council 
of the Roman Catholic Mission to the native women and 
children of India. At a meeting held on July 18th, 
1906, it was resoived by members of the council to take 
immediate steps to found a Hospital and Dispensary 
for Native Women and Children at Rawal-Pindi, Pun 
jab, India—a scheme that Dh Agnes McLaren, of Edin 
burgh, has been maturing for some year: 

It is intended to place the hospital from the first on 


the highest possible medical footing Ihe tall wil 


consist of fully qualified English doctors (women) and 
nurses to begin with, but the underlying ideal is_ the 
gradual training of the high-caste Indian lady who, 
having been left a widow, and embraced the Roman 
Catholic faith, is emancipated more or less from the 


thraldom that stil’ clings many Indian women 
It is more particularly intended for Brahmins, as Ma 
homedan ladies, upon becoming widows, are not sub 


ject to the same superstitions. An

the doctor's duties will consist in visiting the native 
ladies in the Zenanas, some of whom are at present 
entirely deprived of skilled medical treatment Later 


on, as the scheme develops, it is hoped that the two 
Indian lady doctors, Dr. Rukhmabai, from the Cama 
Hospital, and Dr. Alice Soraliji, at the Victoria Memo 
rial Hospital, Delhi, may take part in this wonderful 
evolution of Indian womanhood 

The idea originated with the Mahomedan gentlemen of 
Rawal Pindi, who went to the Rt. Rev. Dom. Wagner and 
implored him to move in the matter, and get this hospital 
built and staffed with lady medical officers and nurses 
A large house easily adapted to hospital purposes 15 
now available close to the Catholic Mission buildings 
It will be secured as soon as the purchase-money, £800, 
is forthcoming. £2,000 will be required to start and 
equip the hospital, and £450 a year for further main 
tenance. The Marquis of Ripon has generously promised 
£250 as soon as the necessary amount for starting the 
hospital has been collected, and another £50 has 
promised if the sum is raised this vear
